Miss Kalil told the Town Crier

There will 
also be choral and band presen- 
tations, an art exhibit by 
Wilmington youth, a concert 
encompassing the talent of all 
participants, and a dinner-dance. 
Rehearsals and sign-up for the 
various events begin this Thursday, 
October 11 at 7 p.m. in the high 
school music room. For those who 
can't make that date, residents may 
also sign up in future weeks. 
Rehearsal and try-out dates will be 
posted in the Coming Events 
section of this paper. 
Underlying all the performances 
and cultural events will be a major 
fundraising effort which will, 
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hopefully, involve the whole town, 
said Miss Kalil. 

"The theme of the celebration 
will be: ‘It belongs to all of us," ex- 
plained the director, adding, "We 
don't want the world.

Debate over the debate: 
Tape unseen in Tewksbury

Republican state Rep. candic 
Kevin Sowryda this week charged 
Tewksbury selectmen with using 
prior restraint, in effect censorship 
of town,cable TV, by their delay in 
airing a taped debate between him 
and incumbent Rep. Jim Miceli. 

The debate, held October | by the 
League of Women Voters, was the 
first face-to-face debate between 
the candidates, and the discussion 
was heated at times. Each called the 
other a liar during the debate. 

Selectman Chairman Bill Hurton, 
however, said his board is 2 
only for a letter from the L 
Women Voters before granting the 
air time, instead of having Sowyrda 
requesting that the tape be: played. 
Hurton said he expects the issue will 
be cleared up before the weekend. 

Unlike some towns, in which the 
cable TV network is a public access 
effort, no such arrangement is in 
effect in Tewksbury 

The Tewksbury Board of Select- 
men is the town’s sole licensee, with 
Lowell Cablevision, for the cable 
TV service in the town, according 
to high school Media Specialist Don 
Stewart. The equipment to televise 
meetings was bought by the board 
of selectmen, he said, and was given 
tothe schools in the expectation that 
the schools will provide operation 
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and maintenance of the gear. 

A majority vote of the board of 
selectmen can shut off the television 
m, he said, or decide what will 
1estion about exactly 
that at was raised after Chairman Bill 
Hurton on July 10 ordered Stewart 
to shut off the cable TV cameras in 
the middle of a particulary rowdy 
portion of one selectmen's meeting. 
Stewart complied, but he said later 
that the board is supposed to make a 
vote to turn off the camera, and that 
it would have been better if the 
board had recessed first. 

Stewart said that he makes most 
programming decisions on his own, 
and only asks selectmen to decide 
on potentially controversial issues, 
as a courtesy. With school plays, 
graduations and some educational 
programming making up the bulk 
of Tewksbury's cable fare, there is 
little of controversy. Live meeting 
coverage was approved at the 1990 
Annual Town Meeting, so there is 
little to argue there, either. 

Stewart is employed by the school 
system, and is paid separately for 
TV coverage of town meetings. 

Cable channel 43 is allocated for 
school functions, while channel 42 
is used for other town purposes 
such as selectmen's meetings, board 
of appeals meetings, and both the 
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annual and special town meetings, 
Stewart said. 

Selectman Chairman Bill Hurton 
on Tuesday night said he had asked 
Executive Secretary Sandy Barbeau 


~to informally poll the selectmen to 


see if they had any objections to the 
airing of the Miceli-Sowyrda tape. 
If a majority of the selectmen were 
opposed to airing the tape, he said, 
it would be an agenda item for a 
vote of the board. 


Don Stewart said that none of the 
selectmen were outright opposed to 
the videotape of the debate, adding 
only that Selectman Louis Carciofi 
wanted to see the videotape before 
it went on the air. 

Sowyrda accused Miceli during 
the debate of involvement with the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals and 
Carciofi's name was mentioned. 

Wilmington cable TV videotaped 
the debate, held at the Tewksbury- 
Wilmington Elks on South Street, 
and the debate Has been seen three 
times since then on the Wilmington 
cable TV network. 

Tewksbury viewers have not yet 
seen the tape. 

The 20th Middlesex District seat, 
now held by Miceli, represents four 
of Wilmington's six precincts, and 
all of the town of Tewksbury. 
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first ever affordable housing lot- 
tery. The lottery will take place at 
Wilmington Town Hall October 13 
at 10 a.m. 

Members of the affordable hous- 
ing task force and certifying agent 
Jeannette Tighe will be running the 
lottery inorder to fill 13 of the 66 
low incofhe units in the Shawsheen 
River Estates (Shawsheen Com- 
mons) project. The project will be 
built in five phases with -13 
affordable units built in each. 
According to task force Chairman 
Carole Hamilton, the board may 
decide to combine phases two and 
three and phases four and five and 
just run a total of three drawings 
for the 220 unit development off 
Hopkins Suet. 

Hamilton told the Town Crier 
approximately 100 applicants have 
been pre-qualified for the low 
income units, which will be sold 
for $62,000 to $95,000. She said 
applicants have been divided into 
income categories to correspond to 
the price of the affordable quad- 
raplexes, triplexes, duplexes, and 
single homes. The chairman ex- 
plained further, in order to qualify 
as an applicant, a person's total 
family income cannot exceed 
$35,700. 

Though the lottery process can 
become quite cumbersome, task 
force members are striving to keep 
it as simple and fair as possible 
Hamilton said one of her board's 
goals was to insure the availability 
of units to those having the greatest 
need at the lowest end of the 
income scale. During the lottery, 
each applicant's name will be 
drawn and given a number. ‘Those 
drawn first in each category-- 
minority, local preference, and 
balance of state -- will earn the 
right to move forward in the 
process. Some applicants will have 
two chances at being chosen since 
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those not picked in the minority 
category will be added to local 
preference and those not drawn in 
the first two categories would be 
added to balance of state. 

Hamilton emphasized that the 13 
lucky applicants whose names are 
drawn first may not necessarily 
end up as the new homeowners. 

"What they're winning is only the 
opportunity to proceed in the 
process, It's the bank who has the 
final say. We don't want people to 
get their hopes up," she said, 
adding the next step is to have the 
bank check for credit worthiness 
and to obtain a mortgage. 

In case someone chosen is not 
approved by the bank, the next 
person drawn in that category will 
be in line for the unit, Two of the 
13 units, a quad and a duplex, were 
previously allocated to the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. 
The state has allowed the developer 
to charge the highest affordable 
price ($95,000) for those units, 
said Hamilton 

All low income homes will not go 
on line at the same time. For 
example, said Hamilton, for each 
of the three quadraplexes in the 
first phase there will be three 
market value homes built. Before a 
second quad can be built, the three 
market rate homes would have to 
be sold. Hamilton added though the 
second lottery is expected to be 
held next spring, it all depends on 
how well the market value units-in 
the first phase sell. 

Following the drawing, task 
force members will welcome 
comments from observers and 
participants on ways they can 
improve the process. They will 
also be evaluating the process at 
their next meeting. In the 
meantime, the chairman pointed 
out, "we're giving it our best shot.”

"This is a survival question ( for 
the average taxpayer).

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WHS to welcome accreditation team

Teachers and administrators at 
Wilmington High School are 
eagerly awaiting a visit by the 14 
educators who make up the 
accreditation team. The team will 
arrive in town Sunday, October 21 
and leave Wednesday, October 24. 

Every ten years the school under- 
goes an accreditation by the New 
England Association of Schools 
and Colleges (NEASC). The main 
purpose of the process is to im- 
prove the school's overall program 
and facility. 

Math instructor Virginia Blod- 
gett and Industrial Arts teacher 
Bob Dicey co-chair the 11-member 
steering committee which has been 
preparing for the visit for the past 
two years. In that time, every 
faculty member participated in a 
self-study to determine strengths 
and weaknesses in such areas as 
curriculum, school facility, student 
services, and community support.

committee, it was appropriate that 
the teachers first look at their own 
departments and school standards. 

“Who better to evaluate us than 
we ourselves?" she said, adding, "I 
see the process as something heal- 
thy, as something constructive.” 

Dicey, too, feels the accreditation 
process has a positive value. 

"It represents a forum by which 
those of us at the grassroots level 
can say I'm mad as hell and I want 
to do something about this (if 


improvements are needed). It gives 
us some direction," he said. 

Principal Paul Fleming noted the 
accreditation is “an evaluation 
that's done by teachers, with teach- 
ers, for teachers." He explained 
that the most objective way to 
assess a school's program is by 
having outside educators pay a visit 
to the building and review with 
staff improvements needed in the 
system. 

Members of the visiting team 
have various backgrounds in edu- 
cation and come from different 
towns in the Commonwealth. The 
team is led by Dr. Robert Anto- 
nucci, a superintendent of schools 
in the Falmouth School System. 
Others on the team are Vincent 
Bresnahan, Thomas Nee, Rena 
Mirkin, Nancy Long, Maryann 
DiPalma, Joy Robbins, Elaine 
Woodward, Cathy McManus, John 
Condon, Joann Soyka, Deborah 
Jooziewicz, James Perry, and 
Kathryn Kennedy. 

Upon arrival, the educators will 
meet with several faculty com- 
mittees and attend a welcome 
dinner in their honor at the 
Sheraton Inn and Conference Cen- 
ter in Andover. On Monday, there 
will be further meetings with small 
groups of staff, parents, and 
students, Tuesday and Wednesday 
will be devoted to class visitation to 
give team members a chance to 
observe and get a sense of the 
school program. 

A main part of the accreditation 
process is the publication of the 
team's report. The report will 
point out specific strengths and 
weaknesses at Wilmington High 
and show how the school measures 
up to the nine standards set by 
NEASC. It will also give a time- 


frame to follow through on needed 
improvements. The report would 
most likely be out within six weeks 
of the visit, said Blodgett, with 
published copies available at the 
public library by the end of 
December, In the spring, the 
Commission on Secondary Schools 
will review the report and decide 
whether Wilmington High School 
should be accredited.

During the self-evaluation, Wil- 
mington teachers had diverse views 
on their own system. According to 
Blodgett, one of the biggest weak- 
nesses mentioned by a majority of 
teachers was the negative impact of 
the recent budget reductions 
Blodgett said the cuts have affected 
both staffing and the overall pro- 


gram. Symonds observed though 
timing in this case is bad with the 
town's fiscal problems affecting 
education, other systems are facing 
similar problems because of a lack 
of funds. 

One of the greatest strengths 
noted by teachers is the rapport 
between students and faculty. 
Other positives include the reno- 
vated building, the overall pro- 
gram, and the variety of students 
activities offered at the school. 

Fleming praised the co-chairmen 
for their hard work the past two 
years and the way they have 
handled"so many intangibles" on a 
daily basis. 

Blodgett admitted the steering 
committee, and indeed the whole 
faculty, is excited about the 
project 

"We are very excited. Really, at 
this point, it's mainly anticipation. 
We feel very prepared for their 
arrival and want them to see 
Wilmington high School as we see 
it," she said.

Should the state limit consultants?

An ambiguous definition of a 
consultant has sparked a dis- 
agreement between opponents for 
the second ballot question. 

"It's absolutely ridiculous. People 
who are against us will tell lies 
about the petition. They think that 
the providers for people in nursing 
homes will be cut. That's non- 
sense," said Paul Donohue, 
President of Massachusetts 
Organization of State Engineers 
and Scientists (M.O.S.E.S.). 

Question 2 is a proposed law that 
restricts the use of state 


consultants, M.O.S.E.S. proposed 
this law by an initiative petition. 

Two of the many restrictions that 
could be placed on the use of 
consultants will be limiting the 
duration of consultant contracts to 
two years and any extension to one 
year, and limiting the amount of 
profit, overhead charges and 
expenses that the state could pay 
consultants. 

In the full test of this proposal, a 
consultant is defined as "any person 
who, as a nonemployee of the 
commonwealth or an Authority, 
gives advice or service regarding 
matters in the field of his/her

McDonalds reopens 
in Tewksbury

Big Mac is back! 

If you are one of the many 
Tewksbury or Wilmington 
residents who occasionally needs a 
MacDonald's fix, you'll be happy 
to know that the MacDonald's 
restaurant located beside the 
Tew-Mac airport on Route 38 has 
reopened. 

Jim Stevenson, owner and 
operator of the Tewksbury's most 
famous fast food franchise, says 
that his MacDonald's is back and 
better than ever. It was nearly a 
year ago when a fire totally 
destroyed the successful fast 
service restaurant. Since then, 
Stevenson has rebuilt and equipped 
the new place with the most 
modern kitchen equipment offered 
by the MacDonald's corporation. 

Jim acknowledges that the night 
of the fire was one of the worst 
nights of his life. "When I first saw 
the flames as I traveled up Main 
Street, I got a sick feeling in the pit 
of my stomach, I don't think I ever 
felt that bad before." 

But like all survivors in the 
business community, Stevenson's 
persistence would not let this be the 
end, Still the road back was a long, 
difficult one, First, before the 
actual construction of the building 
could begin, there were insurance 
matters to settle. Then-new staff 
had to be hired with hours of 
training needed to prepare them to 
serve the public. 

Fortunately though, Stevenson 
was not new to the renovation 
business. In Lowell he currently 
owns another MacDonald's located 
on Rogers Street across from 
Cawley stadium. Approximately 
six years ago, Stevenson and his 
wife renovated this store. Prior to 
this, it was one of the last original 
MacDonald's in the country. 
Complete with towering golden 
arches and limited facilities for 
counter eating only. This style 
restaurant was main stay in the true 
tradition of Macdonald's. 

But even Stevenson's past 
experience could not prevent the 
construction delays that resulted 
from inclement weather. Weeks 
rolled into months before the 
public was finally satisfied with the 
grand reopening of this ultra 
modern hamburg factory.

When asked what has made 
MacDonald's the King of hamburg, 
Stevenson replies "QSC," Quality, 
Service and Cleanliness. These are 
the commandments of every 
franchise in the world bearing the 
famous name. "Our people are 


taught from the day they walk in to 
our store to stridently follow these 
axioms. Quality, service and 
cleanliness are what have made us a 
world famous fast food chain and 
they are the qualities that will keep 
us one." 

But the quality control that has 
made. MacDonald's famous 
originates with its management. 
All owners and managers are 
required to undergo an intensive 
training program in Oakbrook, 
Illinois, appropriately called 
"Hamburg University," When 
asked if this is a schodl run by 
instructors dressed in Ronald 
MacDonald customs, Stevenson 
laughs and says "believe me it's for 
real. And it takes a lot of work." 

In the forefront of what has made 
MacDonald's an_ international 
success is their ingenious 
marketing. Local merchants are 
given advertising input. As an 
example, the "Happy Meal" which 
is one of the company's biggest 
sellers, usually starts with ideas 
given directly from local franchise 
owners. Regional advertising 
consultants, take local merchant's 
concepts and put them into action 
and if successful they are tried in 
the national marketplace. As a 
brief aside, Sweetheart Plastics in 
Wilmington makes many of the 
toys that are sold in the 
overwhelmingly successful "Happy 
Meal." 

Stevenson says "French Fries and 
Big Mac's are our biggest sellers. It 
seems we just can't make them fast 
enough." But he also adds that the 
introduction of breakfast meals just 
a few years ago was another 
fabulous success, 

So the next time you have one of 
those Big Mac attacks, remember 
that Tewksbury's MacDonald's is 
back and open from 6:30 a.m. to 11 
p.m.

knowledge or training.” 

Ellen Rooney, press secretary for 
the "Vote no on 2" committee said 
that the way that the definition is 
written, people such as providers, 
will be effected. ‘ 

"It definitely would have an 
impact on human services.It would 
bring it to a halt,” she said. 

Rooney continued to argue that 
Donohue does know the ambiguity 
of the definition and that when he 
did realize that it could encompass 
human services, he tried to change 
it, but it was too late. 

John McManus, executive 
director of Massachusetts Council 
for Human Service Providers Inc., 
said that anyone who deals with the 
State, that provides a service, is 
defined as a consultant in this 
proposed law. 

"I think the referendum is 
misleading," McManus said. "I 
don't know that that's the way Paul 
intended it,” he continued. 

Donohue feels as though it's not 
the intention of the petition to cut 
providers, but to cut the excessive 
waste of money on projects such as 
the Central Artery. 

In a recent letter sent to 
Governor Michael Dukakis, 
Donohue stated that the consultant 
personnel paid from the Artery 
account include people such as 
receptionists, typists, mail clerks, 
drafters, planners, technicians, and 
much more. 


"Most of that work is routine, 
most of that ought to be done by 
state employees,” said Donohue. 

He also wrote that Chapter 29, 
Section 29A of the Massachusetts 
General Laws states that 
"Consultants shall not be used as 
substitutes for state positions.” 

"It will be cheaper to have 
consultants for a specific time 
rather than state employces full 
time," said Rooney. 

Donohue disagrees. Arguing that 
this past May, the Department of 
Public Works commissioners 
approved a 12 month $85.175 
million contract for approximately 
500 consultants on thet Artery 
project. The DPW salary 
appropriation for employees is 
$86.40 million for Fiscal Year 
1991. Both consultants and state 
employees are getting almost the 
same salary though the amount of 
consultants is approximately one 
sixth of state employees. 

"I don't believe any large scale 
organization can operate without 
hiring some people with expertise, 
such as secretaries, for a short 
term," said McManus. "Sometimes 
you've got to pay more to get 
more," he continued.

Composting workshop 
planned for Saturday 


Recycling is proving to be a 
success in Wilmington, with over 
500 tons of material removed from 
the waste stream. With the town 
paying $62 for every ton of trash 
that goes to the incinerator, the 
savings mount quickly. 

With the arrival of the fall foliage 
season, the Wilmington Recycling 
Advisory Committee is turning its 
focus to leaf recycling. 

Together with the Wilmington 
Garden Club, they are offering the 
publicvan opportunity to learn how 
they may further reduce the waste 
stream and at the same time enrich 
their soil. 

On Saturday, Oct. 13 from 10 
a.m. to noon, Wilmington residents 
are invited to attend a backyard 
composting workshop at the 
Fourth of July Headquarters. 

This free program will cover the 
basics of composting including: 
what can be composted, various 
composting methods and uses for 
finished compost. Different types 
of compost bins will be displayed 
and brochures will be available to 
help residents begin composting at 
home. The speaker will be Ann 
McGovern of the Department of 
Environmental Protection, Solid 


- Waste Division, 


Composting is the most natural 
form of recycling. Yard waste 
makes up roughly 20 percent of the 
waste stream, and food waste adds 
another seven to eight percent. 
While not all food wastes shouldbe 
composted in a backyard system, 
those that can will help to speed the 
process and produce a richer 
finished product. Compost, returns 
organic matter to the soil in usable 


form, adding texture and essential 
nutrients. Improving the soil is the 
first step toward improving the 
health of garden plants. Healthy 
plants help clean the air and 
conserve soil, contributing to a 
healthier environment. 

The Wilmington DPW is 
operating a very successful 
municipal composting program 
which in 1989 saved the town over 
$17,000 by removing 276 tons of 
leaves from the waste stream, This 
figure does not take into 
consideration the additional 
savings created in the form of 
finished compost now available to 
improve town fields or the positive 
environmental impact of returning 
this material to the soil rather than 
to the air through incineration. 

Wilmington will be continuing 
the program this year by providing 
two curb side collections of leaves. 
Leaves should be put out either thé 
week of November 12 or the week 
of December 10 at the same time as 
the regular trash pickup. Bags 
should be sct aside or marked in 
some way to indicate that they are 
leaves only. 

Leaves may also be taken to the 
Recycling Center on Saturdays 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and residents 
are welcome to take finished 


compost from the site at that time. 
The town is currently not equipped 
to accept any yard waste other than 
leaves, Grass clippings and other 
yard wastes may be combined with 
leftover leaves and food waste to 
produce a superior finished 
compost for use in landscaping and 
gardening at home.

We've been invaded! 

Yesterday they were unheard of 
in these parts, but now they're just 
about everywhere!

of the migration, coyotes crossed 
the Mississippi. Some believe they 
came by way of Canada, while a 
few believe they crossed the Big 
Muddy a few decades ago during a 
hard freeze.

Without wolves to challenge them 
for food, coyotes have filled a niche 
in the habitat. Mice make up the 
bulk of their diet, but anything else 
is fair game as well, from meat to 
fruit to trash. They adapt quickly 
and well, which is the main reason 
they've spread so quickly. 

Out West, ranchers tried poison, 
traps and wicks to wipe out coyotes, 
but every time the smart little dogs 
were able to figure a way around 
the hazard, or else adapted to it and 
kept on breeding. Oh, and they do 
breed with domestic dogs, just for 
the record, so keep Fluffie.tied up 
if she's in heat 

So, if you hear a lonely wailing in 
the woods on a moonlit night, rest 
assured that it's a coyote, a canine 
halfway between a fox and a wolf, 
that has adapted to your locale. 

Coyotes don't pose much threat to 
domestic animals -- well, almost. A 
few years ago, in California, there 
were cases involving poodles and 
cats being snatched off porches in 
broad daylight ... but not here, yet 


Another furry invader which has 
set up housekeeping rather well in 
this area is the opossum, but drop 
the "O" for convenience sake. The 
only marsupial in North America, 
this ugly critter was long known as 
a Dixie native. Not any more. 

Possums reach about 10 pounds, 
and they look like big gray rats 
with white faces and pink tails.

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Rotarians learn of local AIDS 


Seventy five members and guests 
of the Rotary Club of Wilmington 
sat silently through a discussion on 
October 3. The speakers were Nan- 
cy Olin of Quincy and Suzi 
Cushing of Wilmington. 

Nancy is employed by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education as a Health Education 
Consultant in the Bureau of Student 
Health and Development. 

Nancy speaks on AIDS to groups 

students and to groups of 

chusetts residents. Nancy 

classifies the affliction known as 
AIDS under the term "epidemic." 

Suzi was the second speaker. She 
is a member of a well known 
Wilmington family. Many of the 
Rotarians knew instantly who she 
was. Not one sound was made, not 
one movement could be detected in 
the audience while Suzi told her 
tale. 

The tale was of the accident to her 
late husband, Jim Cushing in 1980, 
and of his subsequent death on 
March 9, 1989. 

It was a "first time" for the 
Wilmington residents in her 
audience, the first time in which 
they had heard of the details of the 
death of Jim Cushing. 

Nancy Olin 

"So much has been said of this 
virus - clearly it is challenging our 
society" were among the opening 
statements of Nancy. She told the 
audience of her work among the 
young people of Massachusetts. She 
told of the infections which are 
passed from one individual to 
another by the use of hypodermic 
needles - the HIV virus. She told of 
other ways in which AIDS is passed 
from one individual to another. 

After the infection the HIV virus 
(passed by hypodermic needles) 
“hangs on" for 10 to 11 years 
There are 35,000 HIV "positives" 
-infected persons, in Massachu- 
setts. Middlesex County has the 
second highest of any county in the 
Commonwealth - 3,375. 

"The epidemic is widespread 
We have much to fear in our 
society. The longer we in our 
society close our eyes the longer 
we are in danger of infection.” 

Suzi Cushing 

Suzi is the daughter of a 
Wilmington family of educators. 
Her husband's family is better 


known. Wilmington's annual town 
meeting is held in an auditorium 
named for her late father-in-law. 

Her husband, a truck driver. He 
was in an accident on April 11, 
1980. Both legs were broken, and 
he was flown to the Mass. General 
Hospital, where his right leg was 
amputated. 

In the fall of 1988 Jim began to 
feel “not just right. He had 
headaches. He had other pains. It 
was incredible. He was taken to 


Mass. General. There were many 
diagnosis. Among the facts noted 
was that, eight years previously 
Jim had received 24 units of human 
blood." 

Suzi did not have to tell her 
audience, In 1980 there was no test 
for blood to see if it was infected 
with AIDS. 

Two days after arrival at Mass. 
General, on November 16, Dr. 
Goodman told Suzi "the tests are 
positive." 

"Jim is going to die?" 

"Yes." 

Jim had undergone 12 operations 
after the accident. He still had an 
amazing attitude. 

"There were seven people in 
Wilmington who were ‘Our Life- 
line.’ They knew, they kept our 
secret. Jim was sent home." 

Three weeks later he was sent 
back to Mass. General, Then there 
was a telephone call — he had 
pneumoconiosis. Only AIDS 
patients ever get that. Again he was 
sent home. 

"Jim went from 220 pounds to 
175. It was a long 19 days, He 
never waivered, I was losing him, a 
litde bit at a time. 

"It broke my heart, to see him 
walking in the driveway. 

"He did not want to tell our 
daughter Kelley that he was going 
to die. We Were overwhelmed. | 
never was more proud to have been 
a resident of Wilmington, 

"Our fear was for Kelley, Would 
there be other parents who would 
not let their children play with 
her?" 

On February 21 there was 
something else. This time it was 
meningitis. 

“His immune system was gone. 
He was so weak! He went into the 
hospital, on Sunday.

"On Tuesday, when I went in, the 
doctor took me by the hand, ‘Suzi, 
he is not going to make it!'

Most gangster movies feature 

‘sleek Italian mafioso who ruth- 

lessly kill and steal, all the while 
sticking to an ancient code of 
honor. The twist in "State of 
Grace" is that this New York mob 
is a bumbling group of West Side 
drish who lack the discipline of 
the Italian gangsters, but none of 
their bloodlust. 

It is the individual characteri- 
zations in this film that pulls us 
into the scamy underworld of 
strong-arming and arson, While 
the cast boasts such stars as Sean 
Penn and Ed Harris, it is Gary 
Oldman as an icy thug who 
amazes us. Oldman's Jackie, out- 
fitted in a grubby leather jacket 
and half-hidden behind a veil of 
greasy hair, is an angry man who 
values loyalty and family. He 
would do anything to keep his lit- 
tle corner of the world, Hell's 
Kitchen, an Irish neighborhood, 
free of Yuppies and Sicilians. 

While Jackie would never 
blink before killing a rival gang 
member as retribution, it is his 
brother and boss Frankie (Harris) 


who is even more frightening, as 
Frankie makes no distinction 
between friend and foe when he 
kills. 


Anyone who gets in 
i way, even a family 
just so much trash to 
Yet is is Oldman's 
as 


the actor imparts his Jackie with a 
childlike trust. Goldman even 
adds some humor to his pathetic 
thug, as Jackie's judgment is so 
clouded by booze we can’t help 
but laugh when he fails to remem- 
ber his instructions for a hit. 


Penn plays Jackie's best friend 
who retums to the Kitchen after a 
long absence, taking a place in 
Frankie's gang and rekindling a 
love affair with the two brother's 
younger sister (Robin Wright). 
But Penn plays more than just a 
long lost buddy, he's a cop out to 
break the gang and stop the vio- 
lence. Penn has a choice part as 
the cop who is more a product of 
his environment than he would 
like to admit. He's riddled with 


guilt, involved in a doomed 
romance and unable to do his job. 
Penn's performance is perfect, yet 
only in the technical sense. We 
never feel the blood coursing 
through his veins, as we do when 
watching Oldman's loose cannon 
bounce off the walls, 

Adding to the overall coldness 
of the picture is director Phil 
Joanou's ("Rattle and Hum") over- 
ly stylized ending. We should feel 
some of the passion and hatred 
that pushed these characters over 
the edge, but Joanou pulls back 
with his camera, distancing us 
with slow motion photography 
and irritating shots of the Saint 
Patrick's Day parade, We needed 
to feel on top of the action and we 
don't. Unfortunately, Joanou never 
lets us get close enough in the 
first place. 


"Avalon" Starring Armin 
Mueller-Stahl, Elizabeth Perkins, 
Aidan Quinn, Written and direct 
ed by Barry Levinson. Rated PG. 

The third of writer/director 
Barry Levinson's films about 
Baltimore, “Avalon” is the entry 
which promises to evoke the 
greatest sense of nostalgia. Baby 
boomers loved both "Diner" and 
"Tin Men," but "Avalon" is the 
one that will remind us of all 
those good old days we love to 
remember - and refuse to admit 
are often more a mirage than a 
reality, 

"Avalon" spins the tale of 
Levinson's grandfather, an Eastern 
European immigrant who arrived 
in Baltimore on the Fourth of July 
in 1914. Sam (Armin Mueller- 
Stahl), who is greeted by fire- 
crackers and music, instantly falls 
in love with his new home. Much 
of the story is told in flashback, 
with Sam's memories serving as 
the fodder, Sam's heart is in the 
right place, even if he doesn't 
always get the details right, as we 
see in one scene he remembers as 
sunny, when it was clearly rain- 
ing. 

No matter how much we enjoy 
or relate to Sam's memorics and 
‘his family, the first third of the 
film is a disjointed scrapbook of 
remembrances, with little to tic 
the vignettes together. However 
as Levinson pulls us into the 
bosom of this large, noisy family 
we see where he is going.

places because it is right here in 
the Middlesex East area, How do 
I know?

The procedure itself is done in the 
doctor's office and requires no 
anesthetic. 

"The Pap smear can detect 
abnormal, pre-cancerous condi- 
tions,” explains Dr. Freedman. "If 
such conditions are found, the Pap 
smear is followed up with a col- 
poscopy, which is a closer exami- 
nation of the cervix

Johnny Most retires as thé 
voice of the Boston Celtics 


BOSTON (UPI) — Johnny 
Most, the gravelly voiced radio 
announcer of the Boston Celtics 
for 37 seasons, announced his 
retirement Monday due to 
health problems. 

Most, 67, will continue his 
association with the Celtics, do- 
ing five- to seven-minute pre- 
game shows on WEEI Radio 

“It is deep regret and a touch 
of sadness that I call a long and 
beautiful association with the* 
Boston Celtics to an end,"’ Most 
said. ‘It is only because of my 
health that I am forced to do 
this. As I look to my 38th year 
with the Celtics, I will be doing 
WEEI'’s pre-game show, but un- 
fortunately I am no longer 
strong enough to do play-by-play 
or color 

“However, | will always be a 
Celtic,”’ he said. 

Most underwent coronary 
bypass surgery on Sept. 18, 1989, 
and was re- admitted to the hos- 
pital on Nov. 1, 1989, with chest 
pains. He was released nine 
days later. He went back to the 
hospital last February for tests. 
Most had suffered a stroke on 
Feb. 8, 1983, and never recov- 
ered use of his right arm. 

An admitted fan of the Celtics, 
Most was known for his blatant 
partisanship when describing 
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games. While lauding the 
Boston players, he would ex- 
press outrage at opponents and 
often made up nicknames for 
them, such as “McFilthy and 
McDirty.”’ He once said in an in- 
terview that he purposely used 
his bias to make the games 
entertaining. 

Most’s pet phrases were as 
distinctive as his descriptions 
and his voice. Players would 
“fiddle and diddle,”’ ‘stop and 
pop”’ and get into “‘muscle tus- 
sles.”” 

He is perhaps best known for, 
“Havlicek stole the ball,’’ a de- 
scription of the final play of a 
key April 15, 1965 contest be- 
tween Philadelphia and Boston 

“Johnny Most is truly a Celtic, 
always has, always will be. We 
will all miss him calling the 
games,” said Celtics President 
Red Auerbach. “‘He is infor- 
mative, colorful, humorous and 
loyal ... and he’s been a part of 
all the banners hanging in the 
Boston Garden rafters.”’ 

Glenn Ordway, who has been 
Most'’s partner on the air for the 
past nine years, will assume the 
duties of play-by-play an- 
nouncer, WEEI said. Doug 
Brown, a sports anchor at the 
station, will serve as ‘‘color 
commentator,” the station said

Adolph remains very active. 
He loves to play tennis and enjoys 
working in his backyard garden at 
his home in Reading. Though 
fighting cancer, Adolph is still 
able to work as a Systems 
Engincer. He claims that now that 
people at his employment know 
he has cancer, he receives special 
attention. If he's behind, fellow 
employees pitch in to help him 
mect his deadlines, "Life is easier 
now," Adolph said jokingly dur- 
ing his chemotherapy treatment. 
"T have less stress."
